COUNTRY PRODUCE COMES HERE

More Freely Than Our Markets Have Ca-
pacity to Absorb.

Few new features have developed in trade
cireles the week past. Produce commission
merchants are unanimously agreed that
markets are quiet. We are having the
Toll, which usually intervepes between
Thankseiving snd Christmas. The rush is
expected to begin next week and will, no
doubt, be on until Christendum’s great
holiday is here. Santa Claus goods already
begin to move freely, but the free move-
ment in this line is to some degree at the
expense of regular lines of trade. The
last place for economy, these days, is
in goods pertaining to Christmas trees and
stockings, Prices of country prodnce are
practically as they were 2 week ago, Stnfl’
continnes to come to the front in great
abundance and goes out slowly. The situa-
tion is exacily the reverso of what 1t wnea
year ago. Then there was & great scarcity of
fruits and vegetables through the region of
which Pittsburgy is the trade center, and our
merchants found quick demand for all the
stufl they could procure at more than double
present prices. At this time last year apples
und L-nt-mes were selling freely nt about as
mue r busbel as they now bring per bar-
rel. Tho vear of searcity was more satis
factory to the commission merchant than
this vear of plenty. The loas to the pro-
ducer and merchant is, however, gain to she
consnmer, whose hounsehold expences is
very mueh lower this season than last. Ina
large family the difference in potatoes alone
is equivalent to #1 per week. Poultry has
been slow and dull since Thanksgiving, but
better things are hoped for in the next wesk
or two

Cheese Has Been Cornered.

In the lina of dairy products, cheese is the
firm factor the past week. Chicago houses
have been diligently guthering fn all the
available stock through Ohio, Wisconsin and
New York cheese sections, and already
prices show signs of an advance. Wisconsin,
Eweitzer, Limburger and Ohio chease are a
shude higher than a week ago.

In cereal lines there has been a strong up
wnrd mdvement the past few davs, “-hell
corn and onts have been particularly firm
and markets in both lines have found a
higher level,

It will be seen by reference to home mar-
ket column that wheat receipts were very
beavy both this week and last. Advices
from the Northwest indieate firm markers
for both wheat and flour. Thegrocery trade
is feat:reless. Trade has been active for the
week, but prices have undergone little
change. The expected rise in sugar fafled to
matcrialize. At present rates, there is listle
or no profit to the jobber.

Foot Wear and Leather.

The Boston Herald has this to say of the
#lie and leather situation and outlook: *The
conservative feeling among the bayers of
hoots and shoes, already noted, Is continued.
Some orders are being taken on spring goods,
nnd manufacturers are fairly buesy, just for
the present, but there isa complnint that
the volume of the ordors already scoured i
small; that is, they do not embrace more
than balf of the volume of Foods ex-
pocted, half the volame raken by
the wsame Tbuyers of previous sea-
sone. The feeling i a very conservative
one, all t-e way from the retail dealer down
to the j~bber and manofacturer. Manu-
facturers a-e refusing to buy heavy stocks
of ieather, or to make any goods that they
have not orders for, and the Jobbers are de-
termined not to have any exu-ulu stocks
of goods on band. In orde the jobbers
allow that they are to want nsnal vol-
ume of goods, but claim tlut they are
